PUBLIC'S FAULT 


Rev. W. M. Gardner of Belle- 
ville Says It’s Worst 
Desecrated Day. 


DOESN'T BLAME SALOONS 








Owners Keep Them Open Only 
Because the Public 
Demands It. 


In delivering a sermon Sunday night 
on “A Community Without a Sabbath,” 
Kev. W. M. Gardner, pastor of First 
Presbyterian Church of Belleville, said: 
“Sunday is the worst desecrated day of 
the week in Belleville.” Rev. Gardner 
attributed this condition of affairs to 


public opinion. 

He took for his text, “Verily my Sab- 
bath ye shal) keep,” a part of the thir- 
teenth verse of the thirty-first chapter 
of Exodus. He said that in every com- 
munity of average intelligence it. was 
recognized that one day of the week be 
set apart for divine worship; that nature 
demanded one day in seven for rest. 
but that In Belleville the meaning of 
the day had been misunderstood ard it 
was a day of licentiousness. 

“The modern Sabbath Is as far 
moved from what It was intended 
should be as day ts from night,’’ 


re- 
it 
he 


id. 

‘Sunday is desecrated everywhere, but 
tn this community the only way one can 
tell that It is Sunday is by the fact that 
the church bells ring, and the most of 
the stores are closed. The grogslops 
and places of secular amusement are all 
opened, and I'll warrant that in any one 
of these places there are more pe ple 
tonight than gre m all the Protestant 
churches tn Belleville.’ 

Rev. Gardner said the Belleville Sun-. 
day was a “Continental Sunday,”’ where 
every nationality could do as it pleased, 
and where the first sound on a Sunday 
morning was ‘the rumbling of beer 
wagons.”’ 


Public Is to Blame. 


He likened a man who breaks the 
Sabbath to a beggar who steals from 
you while you are getting him some- 
thing to eat. He blamed the public for 
the 100 saloons, two theaters, two skat- 
ing rinks, 20 bowling alleys and six 
dancehallis open Sunday nights. 

“If Christian people demanded that 
these places close they would have to 
close. It’s not the fault of the officials 
that these places remain open, but the 
fault of the people—of public opinion, 
which says that it wants them opened.” 

Rev. Gardner said he did not blame a 
saloon keeper for Keeping open on Sun- 
day and every day and night in the 
week, so long as the public demanded it 
of him. 

He suggested three remedies. The first 
was the legal method, but he thought 
that ineffectual, because any justice of 
the peace to whom application for a 
complaint was made, would issue it 
and then forget all about it. 

“So would any other officer in the 
county. They are afraid of what the 
people would do at the polls,"’ he said. 

In suggesting a reform movement, he 
stated that the same obstructions would 
be met. 

‘People would be afraid to help it 
along for the same reason the officials 
would be to prosecute a case.’’ 

His final, and what he considered the 
best, remedy was for the church -to 
take hold of it and help mold public 
opinion.

AEE. BRIDGE BILL 
NEEDS AMENDING 


Omission of Two Necessary 
Words Will Send It Back 
to the Council. 





FLAW WOULD BE -FATAL 








Present Wording Requires Two- 
Thirds of the City’s 
Total Vote. 


The omission of two vitally necessary 
words from the official title of the free 
bridge bond bill, now in the hands of 
the Ways and Means Committee of the 
House of Delegates will make the 
amendment of the bill in the House 
necessary, and it will thus have to be 
returned to the Council, where it passed 
by a bare majority, if it is passed by 
the House in corrected form. 

“Voting thereon” are the words miss- 


ing from the title of the bill sent by 
the Council to the House. The effect 
of the omission is to require two-thirds 
of all the voters of the city to favor the 
free bridge bond bill in order to make 
it a law. As hardly more than two- 
thirds of the city’s voters can be expect- 
éd to vote at a special election, this pro- 
vision would seriously endanger the bill. 

fhe intention of the framers of the 
bill was that it should require two- 
thirds of the votes polled on the’ meas- 
ure to enact it. 

The title of the bill, as it was passed 
by the Council, sent by that body to the 
House and introduced there, is as fol- 
lows: 

“An Ordinance Authorizing the Issu- 
ance of $11,000,000 of Bonds of the City 
of St. Louls Upon Two-Thirds of the 
Qualified Voters of the City of #t. 
Louis Assenting Thereto-and the Hold- 
ing of a Special Election for the Purpose 
of Submitting Said Proposition to the 
Voters.”’ 

Charles F. Ziebold, author of the 
Council bill with which the Wels bill 
was finally amended by. the Council to 
accord, says that in his original draft 
of the amended bill the words ‘‘voting 
thereon” occur after the -words, ‘‘qual- 
ified voters of the City of St. Louis.’”’ 


Words Appeared Originally. 


“I gave Mr. Lesser a_ typewritten 


copy of the title,’ said Mr. Ziebold to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter Monday, 
“and I understood that it had been 
used exactly in the form in which I 
gave it to him. It is possible that the 
two words were omitted in the copy 
made for me.”’ 

George Mockler, secretary of the 
Council, said Monday that the title of 
the bill, as introduced by Councilman 
Lesser, was a typewritten slip of -pa- 
per showing no alterations or erasures. 
He said that he understood that this 
was the copy given to Mr. Lesser by 
Mr. Ziebold. 

The mistake was noticed by some of 
the members of the Council shortly 
after the passage of the’ bill, but as 
the measure had gone to the House, 
nothing was done to correct it. The 
matter became known Monday to Mr. 
Ziebold and other Free Bridge work- 
ers. 

Delegate Nash, chairman of the House

News dispatches Saturday announced 
the capture by the _ revolutiontsts of 
Quito and Guayaquil. The revolution is 
headed by Gen. Eloy Alfaro, President 
of the republic before Garcia, the Presi- 
dent just deposed. 

Gen. Alfaro himself captured Quito, 
the capital of the republic. When the 
Vice-President announced the capital 
removed to Guayaguil a popular upris- 
ing, in which 200 persons lost their lives, 
resulted in the flight of the: Vice-Presti- 
dent and his assistants. Ecuador has 
undergone a revolution and Gen. Alfaro 
is head of the new Government.

CHICAGO, Jan. 22.—The Coroner's rec- 
ords show that 24 women were murdered 
in Chicago last year. This does not in- 
clude women who were murdered by 
their husbands, nor women who were 
driven to suicide by attentions thrust 
upon them by men. Twelve women died 
from assault, eight were victims of rob- 
bers and four were killed by sweet- 
hearts. 

The police records show that hundreds 
of other women were attacked, beaten 
and treated in as brutal a manner as in 


the cases that resulted fatally. Chance, 
not mercy on the part of their assall- 
ants, saved their lives. 

The most brutal attacks took place in 
the streets in the eariy hours of the 
evening. In few, if any, cases did the 
murderers resort to stealth to carry out 
their designs, and few of them were 
arrested. 

One man was hanged last year. He 
killed a policeman. 


84 WOMEN SLAIN; 
NO DEATH PENALTIES. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW ORLEANS, Jan. 22.—Public sen- 


timent In New Orleans is aroused to 
the highest pitch by the fearful record 
of women murdered in the city during 
the past ten years, which was published 
today in a local newspaper. 


The record shows that the killing of a 
woman in New Orleans is looked upon 
by the courts of this city as a trivial 
offense, deserving of but a light sen- 
tence, if any at all. Of the murderers 
of 34 women, not a single one has been 
given the death penalty, and many have 
been acquitted. 

The entire press of the city has taken 
up the matter of this wholesaie murder 
of women and is advocating the ex- 
treme punishment for the crime of wife 
murder, which constitutes a majority 
of the cases cited.

Louis County, involving losses of $70,- 
v0O to Investors, is under arrest itn San 
Francisco cn the charge of forgery, on 
which he was indicted by a St. Louis 
grand jury. It is said that he forged 
the name of William P. Kayser, former 
furniture dealer, to a check for $660. 

The departure of Syrett from. St. 
Touis Feb. 22, 1904, was followed by an 
indignation meeting attended by 300 
persons, at the office of former State 
Senator Kinealy, who now represents 
many of those who say they were de- 
frauded by the real estate vromoter. 

Syrett’s capture resulted from a chase 
by detectives of nearly two years. 
which led through America, England 
and Canada, He is the son of a promi- 
nent London physician, and at the time 
of the arrest held letters of credit and 
other papers as the representative of 
a group of British capitalists interested 
in Western mining ventures. 

Duplicate inurtgages and sets of notes 
on ilrst deeds of trust are said to have 
been used by Syrett in his St. Louis 
real estate operations. He was secre- 
tary of McNamee Heights Rea] Estate 
Co.. Purcell Heights, Griefield Heights 
and Maple Green Realty Cos., Mount 
Vernon Realty and Improvement Co. 
and Ravenwood Realty and Investment 
Co, At different times he was connect- 
ed with the realty department of two 
trust companies. The fraudulent check 
he is charged with passing is said to 
have been cashed with the Mississipp! 
Valley Trust Co. 

Police Names Used. 


In the ventures of the real estate con- 
cerns of which Syrett was secretary, 
suburban subdivisions were named aftcr 
members of the police force, who re- 
sponded by liberal investments. Capt.

Peasant uprisings multiplied. The Baltic prov- 
inces. the provinces of Centra] Russia and the \ olga, 
and especially the Caucasus, were scenes of alarm- 
ing disorders. Finland was always ripe for rebel.

In a few weeks the Czar was forced to attempt 

conciliation. The war in Manchuria was still to 
be fought to a close, and he needed the support 
of bis people. His first concessions, early in March, 
were grudgingly granted and no less ungraciously 
received. They came too late. They did not go far 
enough. 
. The reformers had prepared the populace for a 
constituent assembly. The Czar, in his manifesto 
on March 3, declared his intention of “preserving 
absolutely the immutability of the fundamental laws 
of the empire,” and promised merely “to convene the 
worthiest men, possessing the confidence of the peo- 
ple and elected by them, to participate in the 
elaboration and consideration of legislative imeas- 
ures.” He had hoped to strengthen the hands of 
the autocracy. and he only gave fresh edge to pop- 
ular discontent. To reaffirm the immutability of 
the existing system Was te defy liberalism of all 
claases. 

Yet by the end of April, liberty ot worship was 
proclaimed as the Czar’s Easter gift. The Old Be- 
lievers and other Russian sectarians were put on a 
legally, with adherents of the Russian 
Church. The Roman Catholics, of whom there were 
millions in Poland, and even the Mahometans, were 
released from the civil and religious disabilities. 
Only the Jews were denied full freedom of con- 
science. 


Still, rule by police continued. The prisons were 
filled and refilled with political offenders. The death 
genience was freely administered and scores of 
men were exiled on charges of harboring libeya? 
ideas. The mutiny of the Kniaz Potempkin aud 
the Odessa resulted in July. Poland 
second series of bloody strikes.

If the referees will only do this they 
will simplify their work very much and 
make boxing much faster and more en- 
jovable. All the vexations questions 
about straight Queensberry rules, hit- 
ting with one arm free, etc., will 
disposed of. 

Roxers looking for the best of it have 
interpreted or amended the rules to suit 
themselves.

COUNTRY COLLEGE: 


Ithacan University Turns Out 
the Best Rough and Ready 
Runners. 


running in the bitter 
cold of 20 below zero is not a propost- 
tion which appeals comfortably to the 
age citizen, but up at Cornell some 
2066 students daily take their exercise 
over the winding cinder path that 
leads out from the university campus to 
the castward, and then back again, and 
leuves the runner to the recourse of a 
sprint down the main avenue, running 
th rough the quadrangle to the armory. 

‘Most of the runners, as they wend 
their way up and down hills and around 
over bridges spanning deep 
gorges, are protected in addition to their 
regular running suits by light jerseys 
and tights for their legs, but the stren- 
uous exercise obviates any necessity for 
ulsters, fur mitts, ear warmers or even 
‘soul warmers’ and ‘heart warmers,’ 
says Trainer Moakleyv. ‘“‘He who runs 
eross country and fills his iungs with 
wind that sweeps down the 
Cayuga Lake, and survives, 
never need the stimulus of the lat- 
two named liquid articles. 

Corneil is perhaps better 
eross-country running than any 
college in the country, and it 
under the direction of Trainer Jack 
Moakley that Cornell has developed it 
to) a greater extent than any other col 
lege.
